In 6 th grade Oct 9 th and Nov Framework draft has lines 859 to 861 have description on Untouchability. 
This gives nothing but negative impression about Hinduism. You also have humongous number of lines 
859 to 874 describing India's Social Structure. 


Every religion has social problems- even religious problems that have been at least equally or much 
more serious. Dhimmitude in Islam or Slavery in Christianity and colonization to just name a few. But 
none of such negative aspects come for other religions. It is to align with Californian law is the yardstick. 

Now where do you loose the yardstick when it comes to Hinduism? 


Instead of it, why do you prefer to use the controversial views of academies who have been hostile to 
Hinduism, to override the process you have followed to build the framework for other major religions?
